LICENSING OF DOGS. 


1891. Cu. 60, Szcr. 1.—Every owner or keeper of a dog 
three months old or over shall annually, on or before the thir- 
teenth day of April, cause it to be registered, numbered, de- 
scribed and licensed for one year from the first day of the 
ensuing May, in the office of the clerk of the city or town 
wherein said dog is kept, and shall cause it to wear around its 
neck a collar distinctly marked with its owners name and _ its 
registered number. 


Sect. 2.—An owner of a dog may at any time have it 
licensed until the first day of the ensuing May; and a_ person 
becoming the owner or keeper of a dog after the first day of 
May, not duly licensed, shall cause it to be registered, number- 
ed, described, and licensed as provided in the preceding sec- 
tion. 


Sect. 3.—The fee for every license for a year shall be two 
dollars for a male dog and five dollars for a female dog, and 
such proportionate sum for licenses for dogs becoming three 
months of age after the first day of May, or which may be 
brought from out of the state after the first day of May, as the 
remaining portion of the year bears the sum required for a 
license for a whole year. 


Sect. 7.—A license duly recorded shall be valid in any 
part of the state, and may be transferred with the dog licensed. 


Sect. 8.—Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the provis- 
ions of this chapter shall forfeit fifteen dollars, five dollars of 
which shall be paid to the complainant, and ten dollars to the 
treasurer of the city or town in which the dog is kept.
